The surviving children are Frank of 
Shelbyville; Jasper of Orange town­ 
ship; 
Thaddeus of Shelbyville, and 
Mrs. Carlie Pope of Waldron. 
The 
other daughter died eighteen Ivears 
ago. 
Mr. Hammond is also survived 
bv his wife and by fourteen grand­ 
children and one great-grandchild. 
He had been a 
member of

RUSSIA RESENTS 
THE TAFT NOTE 


Has No Intention ot Yielding 


Any Concessions. 


WILL DEFEND HER POSITION 


All Classes of Citizens in St. Peters­ 


burg Are Urging the Czar's Govern­ 


ment to Take the Stand That Russia 


Must Resent Being Dragged Into a 


Foreign Electioneering Campaign— 


Probable Effect on Trade Relations. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 19.—It is cer­ 
tain that the Russian reply to Mr. 
T aft’s notification to the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent of the intention of America 
to abrogate the treaty of 1832 with this 
country will be a defense of her posi­ 
tion as 
maintained all 
along. 
All 
classes of citizens here are urging the 
government to take the stand that 
Russia must resent being dragged into 
foreign electioneering campaigns. 
The Novoe Vremya says editorially 
that 
President 
T&ft has 
tactfully 
chosen the best way to end what it 
term s the “scandalous Jew ish agita­ 
tio n /’ which was dangerous both to 
the United States and Russia, and 
adds: 
“The incident testifies th at the 
Jewish bankers have become the real 
lords of the United States.” 
So far as the commercial results are 
concerned it is not believed that the 
abrogation of the treaty will cut any 
figure so far as direct trade with Rus­ 
sia is concerned, but there is already 
talk of Russia joining with Japan in 
excluding American goods from Man­ 
churia and northern China. 
It is thought here in well informed 
circles that M. Sazonoff, the foreign 
minister, 
regrets 
the 
turn 
which 
events have taken, but he realizes th at 
no m inister could yield now and retain 
the power. 
It is apparent th at Russia 
has no intention of yielding any con­ 
cessions whatsoever, no m atter what 
proposals may be made by the govern­ 
ment of the United States. 
The mem­ 
bers of the duma are skeptical as to 
the possibility of the Democratic party 
taking any serious action in the m at­ 
ter. 
The leaders of the duma assert 
th at no m ember of the cabinet would 
dare to touch the question. 
Ambassador Guild, acting under in­ 
structions from W ashington, saw M. 
Sazonoff, the Russian m inister of for­ 
eign affairs, last evening, and the lat­ 
ter expressed the willingness of his 
government to have issued instructions 
to Russian consuls to pass freely all 
Jews who are entitled to adm ittance 
to the em pire under the present regu­ 
lations. 
This, he explained, was in 
view of the fact that there had been 
numerous 
complaints 
th at

num ber of persons who in reality were 
acceptable were denied adm ittance to 
the country by individual consuls.
